The United States Has Again 


Forced Developments in 


Chinese Matter. 


A FRANCO-RUSSIAN 1PROPOSAL 


Washington, Oct. 4.—The Uni.._ 


Jtntes government lias taken anothei 
lecisive step in the development oi 
the Chinese situation in a note de- 
ivered today by Secretary Hay to 
he German, charge 'd'affaires, Baron 
Speck Von Stfimberg. In the note 
"avorable action by this government 
m Germany's latest suggestion con- 
cerning the punishment of Chinese 
criminals is expressed and the an- 
louncement is made that the United 
States already has sent instructions 
o Minister Conger along the lines in- 
licated. 
The instructions to Min- 


;ter Conger are that he shall learn 
he names of the Chinese offenders 
/ho are to be punia/hed; also whether 
he punishment to be administered is 
uequate to their offenses, and final- 


7 whether the punishments 
are 


itnally administered. T-he Atneri- 
,111 note is considered most impor- 
tant in the establishment of complete 
unity of action between the United 
States and Germany. 


The American note to Germany is 


regarded as one cf tho most impor- 
tant-moves thus far made, not only in 
fixing1 the course of events in China, 
but in giving1 formal expression to a 
growing and most satisfactory stat? 
of feeling which liar, arisen lately be- 
tween the governments at Berlin and 
Washington. 


This has come about after several 


extended conferences between Secre- 
tary Hay and Baron St&riiberg, all 
of them looking toward common ac- 
.ioii by the two governments. 


As the dispatches stated yesterday, 


the point now under consideration is 
the supervision, by the ministers of 
the powers at Pekin, of the punish- 
ments to be .administered by tho Chi- 
nese authorities. 
The desires of 


Germany in this matter were ex- 
pressed at length and were communi- 
cated to the president. 
They met 


with the most hearty approval, as 
they were seen to be in line with 
what the United States had an- 
nounced as one of its chief aims, 
viz., to hold the guilty parties to the 
uttermost accountability for their 
wrong; doing. As a result, Secretary 
Hay prepared the note delivered to- 
day. It was cabled immediately to 
the Berlin foreign office. 


It is felt here that the American 


note will create a most favorable im- 
pression in Berlin and will prove an- 
other bond -between the two govern- 
ments. It has been recognized that 
after the last note to Germany some 
friction -was manifested in the Ger- 
man press and -there was some appre- 
iicnsion that the accord between Ger- 
many and the United States, as to the 
means of dealing with China, might 
be strained, if act broken. For that 
reason the recent negotiations hava 
taken on added interest and signifi- 
cance and the heaity concurrence 
which now has been brought about 
is looked upon as little short of a 
triumph in international comity, nnd 
one alike satisfactory to the United 
States and Germany. 


The instructions to Minister Con- 


ger disclose the firmness \vitli which 
rhis government will see the punish- 
ments are administered. The chief 
personages guilty of outrages have 
been taken into consideration during 
the latest negotiations and it can be 
stated that foremost among them are 
Prince Tuan, Chao Shu, Chiao and 
Kang Yi. 


Except Tuan, these names have 


been little -mentioned among those 
China has marked for punishment, 
but they are none the less those who 
have had largely to do with the out- 
rages and they will be held to strict 
xccounto.'bility. 


A FRANCO -RUSSIAN PROPOSAL.

The story of this massa- 
cre, if true, leaves little doubt of ibe 
guilt of the local Chinese authorities, 
and also of the governor of the prov- 
ince. In

thirty-three 
persons 


were slain. It appears that Mr. and 
Mrs. T. W. Piggott, their son, Mr. 
Robertson, a tutor; Miss Duval. a 
teacher, and two daughters of Rev. 
M. Atwater, of Yen Chou 'Fu, were 
driven from their homes and fov sev- 
eral days hid in the mountains. Fin- 
ally they determined to return to the 
mission. 
They were arrested and 


sent to Tia Yuen. They were chained 
and han'dcuffcd and iron collars wevo 
placed around their necks and dur- 
ing the terrible march they suffered 
terribly. 


WERE WITHOUT FOOD. 


They were not permitted to pur- 


chase food, and during- the entire 
march were practically without any- 


mitted.,..They fell upon th« unarmed 
missionaries with swords, and a hor- 
rible butchery ensued. The bodies of 
the unfortunate men and women weie 
hacked to pieces, their heads cut off 
and placed in baskets, which were 
suspended over the four gates of the 
city.

gage and mail cars, leaving the day 
coaches and sleeper standing on the 
main line. 


Acting under orders the engineer 


pulled the train half a mile down the 
track, where a stop w;is made. Here 
the robbers approached the express 
car and ordered Messenger Baxter to 
open the door. He refused to do so. 
Under compulsion Engineer Donnelly 
attached a stick of dynamite to the 
side door of the car-and blew it open, 
In the mean time Messenger Uaxtei 
seized his gun, and escaped from the 
door on the opposite side of the cnr. 


As soon as the door was opened one 


of tho robbers entered the car, while 
his compnnion marched the engineei 
and fireman back to the engine. 


BRAVE MESSENGER. 


Baxter crtpt around in front of the 


engine and seeing the robber keep- 
ing guard over the engine crew, fired 
one shot, killing him instantly. 
As 


soon ns the shot was heard the robbe 
in the cnr jumped to the ground anc 
fled through n cornfield. 


The dead man 
was ' picked up, 


placed on bonrd nnd the train was 
hacked into this city. XThe body was 
searched, but nothing was found on 
it by which it could be identified. In 
the pockets were found about $15 in 
money find n watch and chain. 


The robber who escaped wns larger 


nnd taller than the dead man, being 
apparently about six feet in height. 
Until men were masked. 


The door of the express car \ 


badly shattered by tha explosion of 
flynamits. 


The robber inside the car was pre- 


paring- to blow the safe at the time 
his companion wns killed. He ceased 
operations at once nnd no damage 
wns done to tlie contents of the cnr, 
nor was anything taken. 


After putting on a new express cnr 


and transferring the freight the train 
proceeded to Kansas City.
